But the thrilling power of this song is, after all, largely due 
to the fact that it is so terribly true. How many ii: the last 
few years have been driven by these “ shadows on the floor” 
to the poor-house, the insane asylum, and the grave ! If any 
wonder how such things can be in this land of plenty, they 
find an answer in Mr. Work’s other new and convulsively 
comic Irish song, “ Mac O’Macorkity.”
